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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' RESPONSE filed on 02/27/2006 
(After Final). 

2. Claims 2, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 1 0 and 27 cancelled. 

3. Claims 1,3, 7, 11, 12-19, 20-26, 28 and 29-35 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1,3,7,11,12-19, 20-26, 28 
and 29-35 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of 
made record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to methods and systems for updating records 
that are accessed in response to a search query. The claimed invention includes 
searching a database for database records responsive to the query, arid searching an 
update database associated with database for records, and excluding from the search 
results database records that correspond to one or more of update records if the update 
records include an indication that the database record should be excluded. 

The closest prior arts, Lamburt et al. (hereinafter Lamburt) of US Patent No.: 
6,374,241 teaches maintaining searchable databases, receiving a search request 
including the search term such geographical area code or are code from the user of the 
system, and the area code is a database identifier based on the search request. While 
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Voit of US Patent No.: 6,163,597 teaches using the result of the first database as a key 
to retrieve the data in the second database and deletion indicator for update or 
modifications records. In combination, Lamburt and Voit fail to teach "routing the query 
to a selected one of the one or more first databases identified by said one or more 
database identifiers and to one or more second databases associated with the one or 
more first database and at least one or more of database records which correspond to 
the update record when the delete indicator is made in the update record." 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1, 3, 7, 11, 12-19, 20-26, 28 and 29-35 allowable.
